DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 52-99 renumbered as 1-48 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: this 
application applies in the field of interactive television the principles of using heuristic 
rules to define a probabilistic measure of demographic characteristics of a purchaser of 
a product, disclosed and claimed in US Patent No. 6,298,348 commonly owned by 
EXPANSE NETWORKS, INC., for which a terminal disclaimer has been submitted on 
30 May 2002. This limitation appearrin all independent claims 52, 70, 74, 75, 79, 83, 97, 
98, 99. Claims 53-69, 71-73, 76-78, 80-82, 84-96 being further limiting and definite are 
also allowable. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Conclusion
